The way in which the subject was 
brought to McGill's attention did not 
make sufficiently plain the fact that the 
funds donated were certain to go to- 
wards the relief of fellow-s'.udents and 
would not be liable to diversion iiitii 
wrong channels, that the contribution.' 
would under no circumstances b;: used 
for the assistance of any nc'cr-do-wcch 
of any of those looked a fier by the relief 
commissions operating in those coun- 
tries. The facts have, now been pres- 
enred in a dear and convincing man- 
ner to the Council and they are certain 
that the student body will back them up 
in their decision to help out in the cam- 
paign to the extent of their abSlty, 

The proposed method of raiding 
funds' is by means of a financial drive 
to lie held among the students. This 
drive has been held over till the end of 
the examination period to enable die un- 
dergraduates, to „srhc more attention to 
it. and even though it is ihc hegiiinin?

Kelly, making liis initial appearance 
with the intermediates, got off to a 
good start, lie registered the first 
goal for McGill on a neatly executed 
play. M*oran. in the nets, played his 
usual consistent game, being called 
upon to make a number of brilliant 
stops in the second session. 

For the losers. "Billy" Mill, who 
played at centre for the M.A.A.A. 
football team last fall, was the out- 
standing performer, accounting, sin- 
gle-handed, for both his team's 
points. Despite the fact that his 
skates were not of the conventional 
tube fashion, he was the fastest man 
of the Lachinc, outfit. When he 
broke loose towards the latter part 
of the final period he was one of 
the most dangerous men the team has' 
yet faced. Both his goals were well 
earned, and elicited rounds of ap- 
plause from the small crowd of spec- 
tators. 

Saturday's victory places McGill 
well in the lead with four victories 
and no defeats for a total of S points.
